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When the scientific 
community resarches a project, 
they take a problem, pose a 
hypothesis, study it, and then 
come to aconclusion that 
undergoes rigorous 
examination. 

The same process happened 
to students who participated 
the week of May 4-8 in Magnolia 
Elementary School’s annual 
science fair. 


Third-grader Brent Snyder 
asked, ‘“‘How can | make a lava 
flow from a volcano with 
ingredients found in my home 
kitchen?” 

Brent’s experiment included 
using a variety of kitchen 
products containing bisodium 
carbonate mixed with vinegar to

Students test scientific hypotheses 


produce a reaction. He used 
baking soda, cream of tartar, 
baking powder and yeast. 


He concluded that baking 
soda, with the most bisodium 
carbonate, produced the most 
spectacular flows from his 
papier mache volcano while the 
yeast just didn’t quite make it 
over the top. 

Katherine Lieberman, also in 
third grade, submitted a project 
that had the professional touch. 
While many students wrote the 
details of their experiments by 
hand, Katherine used a 
computer to outline her study 
on salt crystals. 

“| typed all of the report 


myself,” Katherine said proudly. 


“The only thing my mom helped 


me with was the sign.” A smal! 
sign afixed to her project read, 


“Do not touch the crystals.” 
“l’m really into science,” she 
said. She found an experiment 
on salt crystals growing on 
porous and non-porous 
materials in a textbook and 
decided to take on the project. 


Her experiment had red 
dishes filled with plastic, 
charcoal, styrofoam, sponge 
and dog food. To each, salt and 
bluing was added and over time, 
salt crystals formed. 


She found it didn’t really 
matter whether the medium was 
porous but the poorest showing 
from salt crystals came from 
the dog food. 

“The most and best grew on 


flat surfaces,” she noted. 

Denise Blackney, a teacher 
and judge for the fair, said the 
fewest entrants from this year’s 
science fair came from the third 
grade, who were not required to 
participate. 

Fourth, fifth and sixth 
graders all had entries and 
surprisingly, 62 second-grade 
students contributed projects, 
although their participation alsc 
was optional. 


Three of the judges were 
teachers while two students 
also scored the projects. The 
science experiments were 
scrutinized for creative thought 
scientific thought, student 
knowledge, dramatic value and 
oral expression. 





Each entrant was questioned 
on their knowledge of their 
experiments and that’s where 
the point totals usually began 
to differ. 

“They’re allowed to have 
some help at home,”’ Blackney 
said, so the judges examined 
their personal knowledge on 
their projects. 

Other science exhibits from 
the third-grade classes included 
experiments titled, ‘Does sex 
affect the ability of mice to 
learn how to run amaze” and 
“Can electricity make a 
magnet?”’ 

The top 15 projects from 
Magnolia Elementary will be 
taken to the Upland School 
District’s science fair, set for 
May 18 at Pioneer Junior High.

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Upland council puts off 
decision on use permit

A request to restore a 
conditional use permit for the 
Carden Arbor View School was 
continued by the Upland City 
Council until a judge determines 
whether all work has been 
completed.

A hearing is 
scheduled for Monday. 

“I’m afraid we’re stepping into 
the middle of a court process,” 
Anderson said. 

The mayor said he drove by 
the school before the council 
met last week and noticed the 
school was not done yet. 

“It’s consistent with the 
problems we've had in the past 
with Carden,” he said. ‘‘The 
request (to rescind the 
revocation) would be 
premature.” 

Sihler said the school has 
posted an $1,800 bond to ensure 
the work was done but the 
council deferred the request 


until its next meeting after the 
hearing. 

Council members also heard a 
brief presentation on a proposed 
high-speed train that would run 
between Ontario and Las Vegas. 

Richann Johnson, an aide 
from Las Vegas’ economic 
development department, gave 
an overview of the train that 
would cross 230 miles of Mojave 
Desert to Las Vegas in 70 
minutes. 

But reactions from council 
members were less than 
enthusiastic. Anderson said 
West Valley roads already are 
congested and he feared sucha 
project would add even more 
traffic. 

He also said he was 
concerned that “‘once the ball 
starts rolling, we would abrogate 
any responsibility. ... Any input 
we have would be a hollow cry.” 

The item was informational 
only and no action was required. 

However, the council did set 
aside May 20 for an informal 
hearing on the planned police 
station on Benson Avenue and 
13th Street. 

The action was taken in 
response to a request by Alan 


Meyer, who told the City 
Council, “i don’t think it is fair to 
subject us to it without at least 
offering our opinion.” 

Meyer said he had been told 
that no public hearing was 
required on the matter; only a 
conditional use permit need be 
issued. 

Anderson called the informal 
meeting for neighborhood 
residents to meet with the police 
chief and architect on the 
station. 

in other business, the mayor 
appointed Tom Thomas, who 
operates an insurance agency, to 
Rosalie Kamansky’s unexpired 
term on the planning 
commission. The appointment 
ends June 30, 1989. 

The council also authorized 
city engineer Fred Blanchard to 
appropriate staff time in 
developing a study for the West 
Cucamonga Flood Control 
Channel in moving the channel 
underground. 

The city plans to work with 
San Antonio Community 
Hospital in constructing a 
portion of the channel from San 
Bernardino Road north to 11th 
Street.

LA VERNE — A gold medal 
has been won in national 
competition by the University of 
La Verne for its all-volunteer 
construction of the Dwight 
Hanawalt Recreation and 
Physical Fitness Center on 
campus.

There is help for parents of 
handicapped infants. 

With early intervention, some 
handicapped babies can develop 
faster and be less of a financial 
strain on society during the rest 
of their lives, said Con 
Leatherman, administrator of the 
West End Special Education 
Services Region. 

With the help of the Early 
Education Program for infants 
and toddlers, which teaches 
West Valley parents how to deal

content,” he said. ‘Magnetic 
resonance is considered to be 
more sensitive in finding 
abnormalities. You may not see 
a brain tumor in a CAT scan 
because the density may not be 
as great a difference.” 

Also, the CAT scan can only 
show across section of the body 
while the MRI also offers a side 
view. 

The CAT scan is still the 
choice of physicians in many 
cases, such as trauma and blood 
abnormalities. But clinicians are 
looking to the MRI to diagnose 
strokes and brain tumors and it 
has the upper hand when it 
comes to finding multiple 
sclerosis. 

San Antonio Community 
Hospital has been leasing the 
MRI scanner just under a year. 
Ten cases are done each of the 
three days a week the machine 
is at the hospital. 

Dr. Jong S. Han, Schultz’s 
colleague, said the hospital is in 
the process of buying its own 
scanner by the end of the year, 
which would cost somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $2 million. 

An MRI scan is priced at about 
$800, Schultz said, compared to 
the CAT scan at $600. 

The magnet used in the 
scanner has more than 10,000 
times the power of the earth’s 
magnetic field. But patients 
won’t feel a thing, Schultz said. 

The MRI has no known side 
effects, physicians say.

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with their handicapped children, 
some babies even end up in 
normal preschool classes by the 
time they are 3 years old. 

Too often, parents of 
newborns with special needs are 
sent home from the hospital with 
no information about how to 
take care of their new babies. 

“It’s these kinds of parents 
who fall through the cracks,” 
Leatherman said. 

Sometimes parents’ efforts to 
care for these special babies 
actually hinder the child’s 
development. 


These children are slower to 
develop than others, and many 
untrained parents respond by 
catering to their slowness. 

“They should be treated 
harder than others,” Leatherman 
said. 

Valuable time is lost when 
parents delay getting their 
babies to therapists and getting 
help for themselves. 

“Many times therapists don’t 
see kids until they’re beyond 18- 
24 months old,” Leatherman 
said. Physical therapists have to 
take the children back in time

developmentally and retrain their 
muscles. 

“With proper parental training, 
the child will do better,” 
Leatherman said. 

Teachers visit parents and 
their children in their homes 
once a week until the babies are 
18 months old. After that, the 
children enter a classroom 
setting two mornings a week 
until they are 3 years old. 

All services are free, 
Leatherman said. 

Families who are at risk due to 
premature birth, birth defects or 


delays in development are 
eligible for the program, which 
serves families in Ontario, 
Montclair, Chino, Upland, 
Rancho Cucamonga, and Mt. 
Baldy. 

Two weeks after the Early 
Education Program receives a 
referral, a trained special 
education teacher visits the 
home. 

“With the severely involved 
children, the service is mostly to 
the parents,” said Carol Meras, 
one of three teachers in the

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Local cities among state’s growth leaders

Growth rates in San 
Bernardino County and the cities 
of Fontana and Rancho 
Cucamonga are in the top 10 of 
their categories, according to 
state authorities. 

County population grew 5.2 
percent — from 1,109,300 in 
1986 to 1,167,200 this year — to 
make it the state’s third-fastest 
growing county, according to 
annual state Department of 
Finance population estimates 
released last week. 

Elizabeth Hoag, the 
department’s research manager, 
said the state’s top two counties 
were Calveras, with a 5.9 percent 
growth from 27,200 to 28,800, 
and Riverside, which posted a 
5.7 percent increase from 
838,700 to 886,200. 

California as a whole became 
the first state to exceed 27 
million population, according to 
the figures. The Finance 
Department estimated the state 
grew by 604,000 — 2.26 percent 
— to reach 27,299,100. 

Fontana leads West Valley 
cities in the figures, which are 
used to distribute population- 
based tax revenues, library funds 
and other state services. 

The city’s 12.6 percent 
population jump from 53,300 to 
60,000 rated third place on the 


Finance Department’s list of top- 


10 mid-sized communities, those 
with populations between 50,000 


and 200,000. Every West Valley 
city except Montclair falls into 
that category. 

Rancho Cucamonga rated 
seventh on the list, with an 8.9- 
percent population jump from 
73,800 to 80,400. 

Chino had a 76th-place rating 
overall; only the top 10 cities had 
their figures ranked by category. 
That city’s population rose 4.7 
percent from 49,650 to 52,000. 

Using census figures as a 
benchmark, the Finance 
Department each February 
gathers housing stock, 
annexation and vacancy factor 
information from more than 440 
cities to generate the statistics, 
Hoag said. 

Other West Valley cities, their 
growth and statewide rankings, 
are: Upland, 90th place, 56,500 to 
58,900, 4.2 percent; Ontario, 
139th place, 110,600 to 113,600, 
2.7 percent; and Montclair, 322nd 
place, 25,150 to 25,300. 

Because they are based on 
percentage increases, larger 
cities face a disadvantage in the 
ratings. They require more 
people for each percentage point 
gain. 

For instance, population in 
Ontario, rated 139th, increased 
by 3,000 people while 76th- 


ranked Chino added 2,350 
residents.

The present redevelopment 
plan for Airport Area Project 
Area of the Upland Community 
Redevelopment Agency and the 
proposed amendment thereto 
have been prepared by said 
Agency and are in conformance 
to the General Plan of the City 
of Upland and all applicable 
federal, state and local laws and 
ordinances. The reason for rede 
velopment activities to continue 
in the present Airport Area 
Project still is to eliminate 
blighting conditions therein by 
providing public improvements 
of regional benefit, including 
sewer facilities, storm drain fa- 
cilities and arterial street, 
thereby mitigating underutiliza 
tion of land caused by inade 
quate public facilities of a 
regional nature. 

The objective of the proposed 
amendment is to add to the text 
of the subject redevelopment 
plan a limitation on the period 
of time during which said Agen- 
cy may use eminent domain to 
implement the redevelopment 
plan for the Airport Project 
Area as required by California 
Health and Safety Code Section 
33333.2. 

Any and all persons having 
any objections to said proposed 
amendment to the redevelop- 
ment pian for the Airport Area 
Project Area or the regularity 
of any of the prior proceedings 
may appear before the Council 
of the City of Upland at the 
time, date and place set forth 
herein and show cause why said 
proposed amendment should not 
be adopted.
